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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regards to applicant's arguments in regards to 
the prior art failing to show "in location and navigation of an interventional tool", examiner respectfully disagrees in view of applcant's claim 
language. However, applicant's claim language includes the phrase "in at least one of..." The use of this language means that the prior art 
only needs to show one of bi-ventricular pacing planning, atrial fibrillation planning, artrial flutter planning procedure, OR location and 
navigation of an interventional tool. The prior art does NOT have to teach location and navigation of an interventional tool to meet the 
claimed invention. 

In regards to applicant's arguments in regards to the action being improperly finally rejected, examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant 
cites the office action dated 6/8/07, however there were claims previously filed in that application on 1 1/18/04, and rejected in the Non-Final 
rejection dated 12/9/04. In view of these claims, all claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could 
have been finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the earlier application. The 
use of the "at least one of language" does not require "in location and navigation of an interventional tool" and therefore the scope of the 
claim has not changed. 

The amendment to the claims will be entered because the amendments to the claims do not change the scope of the claims. 
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
